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MR. FORKE VERSUS MR. WOOD 


The new leader of the Progressive party is for 
‘broadening out.’’ Ue urged that course before 
the United Farmers of Manitoba as the only one 
the party could afford to follow. An indirect re- 


joinder has already come from Mr. H. W. Wood, 
and will likely be followed by what tactical ma- 
noeuvres he considers best to make Mr. Forke 
walk the plank as Mr. Crerar had to do. Mr. 
Wood is not a broadener. He is too logical for 
that. The United Farmers ‘‘uber alles’ is his 
motto, and he does not make any pretense to the 
contrary. He is promoting a class movement, and 
to take in other elements than the class he is try- 
ing to organize would be to introduce a conflict of 
interests and wreck the machine. The mechanism 
has been pretty badly shocked already by the in- 
consistent inclusion of a labor member in the 
United Farmers’ Government of this Province. 
Mr. Forke may think that he can head a motley 
assortment of farmers, laborites, malcontents and 
mugwumps drawn from all segments of the eco- 
nomic circle, and have them act together for the 
benefit of the farmers. Mr. Wood knows that the 
thing can’t be done, and so far as his influence 
goes he will see that the Progressive leader does not 
invite a general smash-up by trying it. And Mr. 
Wood's influence, it is due to note, extends quite 
a way in that direction. Mr. Crerar did not just 
fall overboard by accident, nor did he take the 
plunge because he wanted to. He got out for the 
excellent reason that he had to; and he had to 
because he was lukewarm, if not actually oppos- 
ed, to the class movement that Mr. Wood is eng!i- 
neering and which constitutes the real strength 
of the Progressive party. Mr. Forke is inviting 
the like fate, and the man from Missouri can be 
relied upon to make arrangements accordingly 
for his political demise. 

From the public standpoint it does not much 
matter which of the two get the better of the 
prospective struggle for mastery. If the Progres- 
sive leader is aiming at the impossible, Mr. Wood 
is fomenting a condition of public sentiment that 
is a menace to the general welfare. The best 
that could happen to the public would be that they 
should emulate the Kilkenny cats. 

‘As defined by Mr. Forke himself the Pro- 
gressive party has no basis for permanent exis- 
tence as a cosmopolitical organization save the 
claim that the two old parties are composed main- 
ly of scalawags. That is not a fact, and never 
was a fact. There have been crooked politicians 
in either camp at times, just as there are in the 
Progressive party at the present time, and always 
will be in any party that is composed of enough 
people to warrant the name. But on the ground 
of intention and intelligence the membership of 
either of the traditional parties ranks quite as high 
as that of the insurgent faction Mr. Forke has the 
honor to lead for a time. The Progressive party, 
with all respect to its tentative head, has no mo- 
nopoly on the ‘‘square deal.’’ Certainly not after 
trying to set up a compulsory wheat board with 
power to seize a farmer’s wheat at any price it 
chose to pay him and to boost the priee of flour 
to the Canadian consumer by artificial manipula- 
tion of the law of supply and demand. Whatever 
is to be said against them, neither of the old par- 
ties ever tried to reduce the farmers of Canada to 
serfdom, and to benefit one half the population by 
directly exploiting the other half. If Mr. Forke 
has nothing better to offer as a reason why his 
following should be broadened out by an influx oj 
voters from other occupations than the assump 
tion tha is the one Simon pure combination of 
philanthr@pists, puritans and patriots he is not 
upon tenable ground, 

Mr. Wood is trying to promote and perpet- 
uate the Progressive party on a basis even narrow- 
er than that. He trusts nobody but himself and 
those who hold membership tickets in his organi 
How far he even trusts his associates is a 
matter of opinion. As for out-siders, they are the 
enemy, to his way of thinking, Stand together 
and take what you want, is the sum and substance 
of his ‘‘gospel’”’ to the farmers, And to the pros 
pective vietims of this policy of class dominance 
and group plunder he offers the cold comfort that 
they, too, can organize into oceapational groups 
1o fight the farmers if they think that that will 
do them any good. Mr. Wood should have been 
born in Germany. Wilhelm had need of such 
men. He has the ‘‘kultur’’ theory down pat, only 
he is trying to establish the supremacy of a elass 
instead of the supremacy of a country, Precisely 
what he aims to do he does not say, and, prob- 
ably does not know. But he is aspiring to build 
up an organization by direct appeal to class-inter

practically full force, at the same rate of pay and 

under the same conditions as before the strike. 
Since the raid on the Penn mine on Thursday of 
two weeks ago there has been no attempt at 
| violence on the part of the ‘‘pickets,’’ but they 
pow been on duty in greater or lesser numbers 
just the same, That is, they maintain a standing 
threat of violence whenever the conditions shall 
favor. That means that constables have to be kept 
on duty in order that the pickags may be held in 
check. 

Such a condition is not creditable to the auth- 
orities. This is winter. The people must have coal 
or they can’t live. It is their coal, by right of em- 
inent domain—the right of the state—as well as 
by the higher law of necessity. The operators by 
whose investment of capital the coal has been 
made available for use, and the miners who dig 
the coal, are both willing to supply it on terms 
satisfactory to each other and to the consumer. 
Surely there can be no question as to the rights of 
the case; or the responsibility of the authorities 
for absolutely maintaining those rights. But the 
U.M.W.A, enters the picture and says: ‘‘ Because 
“we are the U.M.W.A. we in effect own the coal. 
‘The miner shall not work and the consumer shall 
‘not get coal unless we say so, The price and con- 
“ditions shall be determined by us, not by the 
‘operator, the miner or the consumer.’’ They pro- 
eed to establish their position by organizing bodies 
of rioters who beat and seriously injure both 
working miners and constables who in the dis- 
charge of their duty attempt to protect the miners, 
The authorities, civic, provincial and national, in- 
erease their forces of constables and take measures 
which quell the riots staged under the direction of 
General Ryan and so permit the miners to work 
and the consumer to get coal. 

So far so good. But why should the threat of 
violence at the hands of these imported thugs be 
permitted by the authorities to hang over the dis- 
trict and the industry? 
Ryan now brazenly admits, The pretence that Ed- 
monton miners are on strike is frankly aban- 
doned. Circumstances having reached this stage 
the people at large are entitled to be protected 
from the threat as well as the fact of violence at 
the hands of these importations. By what right 
does the U.M.W.A. presume to keep a standing 
army under pay in the Edmonton district for the 
sole and only purpose of threatening with bodily 
violence the men who want to work at digging 
coal, and thereby threaten the consumers of the 
district with shortage of fuel in this the dead of 
winter. The law provides ample remedy for this 
condition of affairs. All that is needed is that it 
shall be enforced against the mercenaries of the 
U.M.W.A. as well’as against others whose presence 
and record constitute a menace to the safety of 
law-abiding citizens and therefore of the state. 

Canada has always been a law-abiding country, 
That is because constituted authority has al- 
ways functioned to maintain law and order. The 
reason there is not the same respect for constituted 
authority south of the line is because there consti- 
tuted authority has not functioned as efficiently. 
Like causes produce like effects. If the people of 
this district are to understand that constituted 
authority will not ,acting under the law, give them 
reasonable protection the instinct of self-preserva- 
tion will suggest to them measures by which they 
may protect themselves. This would be unfortun- 
ate, and is altogether unnecessary. This is the 
first occasion in the history of Canada on which 
& foreign organization kept up by pay and allow- 
ances a body of men for the purpose of using un- 
lawful violence, and threatening such violence, 
against law-abiding citizens of Canada. Are they 
to be allowed to get away with it?

GREAT many people persist in asking me 
why I don’t buy a car. In fact, the ques- 
tion has become s6 general that 1 have 

decided to answer it publicly, thus putting an

The truth of the matter is, I don’t need a car 
because most of my friends have machines and 
I find it the eas!est thing in the world to sponge 
on them for transportation purposes, For some 
years I have ridden comfortably at their expense 
without any of the worries attendant upon the 
possession of a motored yehicle.

Beyond the fact that the three 
iregistered parcels had been receiv- 
ed at the Winnipeg post office regin- 
{tration department from the Merca- 
jants bank and that they had arriv- 
led safely here and were placed in 
|the vault, no evidence of an import- 
ant nature was disclosed. 


Two mail clerks in the registration 
department at the time of the alleg- 
jed theft told the court (hat Mr. Arm- 
strong was present when the par- 
cels were received and that they 
overheard him make the remar4, 
something to the effect that the par- 
cels would make a fine haw! for some 
one over the week-end, or holiday, 

Special prosecutor for the crown, 
J. W. Heffernan, K.C., is putting in 
mail clerks to give evidence @ to 
‘the custody of the keys of the vault 
in which the registered parcels wers 
kept and by them is going through 
|the process of elimination as to their 
implication in the alleged crime, 

Two mail clerks stated that the 
outer door of the vault was never 
secured by the combination, and

more care has been practised and two 
| clerks only have the custody of the 
keys and when one takes them over 
from the other a receipt is give.. 
The combination on the yault door is 
now always used.
